36 Missing In 
Tanker Mishap 


BOSTON (AP) — Battling 
mountainous sens and spray­ 
laden winds, a flotilla of rescue 
ships continued a mammoth 
search off the coast of southern 
New England today for 99 men 
feared lost in the break-up of a 
tanker during a roaring North­ 
easter. 


The tanker, the 99*#oot S.S. 
Keo, split in Half Wednesday 
and the Coast Guard said that 
at last report, moet of the crew­ 
men were thought to have taken 
refuge on the ship’s stern. 


The bow of the ruptured ves- 
sei was found Wedneeday. 


The Keo, of Liberian registry, 
carried 210,000 barrels of No. 9 
fuel oil, and the Coast Guard 
aaid her breakup posed a seri­ 
ous pollution threat. 


The Keo’s last distress signal 
was monitored at 10:30 a.m. 
(BBT) Wedneeday. At the time, 
the captain indicated that he 
thought the stern would remain 
afloat for only another hour. 


The same storm also disabled 
a 41-toot luxury yacht Wednes­ 
day, but the seven men aboard 
it were rescued today by the 
tanker Thomas M. and were 
being taken to Boston.

Perhaps history ^ 
substantiate his ap­ 
praisal. hut the most dramatic of the Warren 
court d^ci^ions surely was the one handed down 
Mav 17,1954. when the court ruled unannmous- 
ly that racial segregation in public schools was 
uncopstiti'tional. 


The Allowing year — on May 81. 1965 — 
the court said federal courts could require 
pmmnt and reasonable start toward full com­ 
pliance with the order and an end to segrega­ 
tion in oublic schools **with all deliberate speed.** 


The T^rase “all deliberate speed,** became 
a mockery. Schools in the Deep South which had 
alwavs f>ractic«d riflrid segregation acted with 
a««ythin? but **d^libemte sp^** to integrate 
their c'Msrooms. Through one subterfuge or an­ 
other. Southern school districts contrived to per­ 
petuate a dual school system — one for whites 
and another for blacks — aKhouch man^’ of 
these districts were so poor they could ill afford 
to maintain one system adequately. 


Now. in the first opinion handed down since 
Warren E. Burger succeeded Earl Warren aa 
chief justice of the Supreme Court earlier this 
year, the court has ruled that integratkm must 
be carried out now — and not merely with **811 
ddiberate speed.*** 
« 


Last week*a «rdcr w as a aet back for the 
Nixon administration, which has indulged in 
foot-dragging over deagregatkm. atthough the 
attaatkm In the South widi whidi it was eon- 
fhmted was not of Ha own making. 


Neverthdeas, in what appeared to many aa 
8 gesture of obeiauiee to t^e Southern states 
for tliefa* dectm l votes, the Nixon administra- 
tkm had i^oaded for delay in desegregating 80 
Misalsrippi schoc^ districts. The administration 
aiyiied that focal autiioritiee needed more time 
to ofcreome ^logistlear problenis In converting 
adiodl systems. 


This, of courae, overiooks the feet that ^eee 
authorities have had all of 14 years — ever sliice 
the **Miberate speed** order of 1956 — in which 
to eomply with the eourt ruling against racial 
aegrogation hi the public schools. But, Hie ad- 
niinls&ation reasoned and with some validity, if 
Httle had been done in 14 years under previous 
adndnistratkms it might be unreasonable to or­ 
der integratk>n now. 


Placing no q^edence in this argument, the 
Supreme Court last week sent the Mississippi 
CMS8 back to tlia Fifth U. S. Cfreult Court of 
Appeals In New Orleans for a decree, effective 
Iramadtetdy. The eoort said the decree must de­ 
clare *that each of the school distrfeta here in- 
voNod may no longor operate a dual sdMMrt sya- 
tam baaed on race or color.** The appaida eourt 
waa diroeted by the Supreme Court to retain 
jorMktkm of the eaae to Inaore **prompt and 
faithful compliance.**

Certainly the South win consider every 
means to achieve further delay In integrating 
achools, although it is difficult to see any course 
now open. If Southern districts fafl to ccmiply, 
ttie federal government has two methods of 
forchig deaagrogation. One Is through legal 
means — empk>^ng eourt orders based on Su­ 
preme Court decisions outlawing segregatkm: 
the aeeond Is eeonomic — by halting federal aid 
te recalcitrant school districts. 


While those actions could have some impact 
on Soolhem districta, the Supreme Coort order 
may have triggered another educational deveksp- 
ment 
the all bladi pobUc school system. Con­ 
cern ahready is being expressed that If integra­ 
tkm is forced, whites with the economic means 
win send their children en masse to private 
schools and those without the means wfil sim­ 
ply keep their chiklren home. 


And it may be that the Burger coort*s first 
opinlmi instead of bringing a sudden end to the 
system of raciaHy segregated schools win ring 
the bell for the second round in the battle of 
the south. If so, the natfc» mieiit just as weH 
get started on the problem. There have been 
enough delays.

It was a beautiful fish. The bigfeat brown trout I had ever 
seen, let alone caught. My fishing partner had arrived on tbe 
scene and aaid said it was the biggeat brown he had ever teen. 


The place wee the Days River last Sunday afternoon. Banks 
and I had atoppad there efter a diaappointing morning at 
Thompson. 


We had gone to Thompson, because my reliable aources of 
information told me the ealmon were reelly atartlng to hit. 
They weren’t wrong. 


My luck was running short, however, and after loaing 
the three lerge ealmon I hooked I decided to call it quits and 
head tor home. 


After stopptag tor e cup of coffee to warm my half-froaen 
body I agreed with Bob’s suggestion that a stop at the Deys 
River might be worthwhile. I had seen several nice reinbow' 
and a few coho in the Days Just a few dayt before so I fugured 
our chances of picking up a nice fish or two were good. 


Tliey were, before the afternoon was over 1 had caui^t 
three huge browns weighing a total of SI pounds. The best after­ 
noon of trout fishing I’ve ever had. 


The biggest brown weighed a whooping 16 pounds, 2 ounces 
He was a hooked-jawed male 33 inches long with a girth of 
20^ knchas. Second largest, and the beat battler of the three­ 
some, waa a booked-Jawed male of 8 pounds even. The small­ 
est fMi I cMight ttuit afternoon was a beautiful silver-colored 
female weighing eloee to 7 pounds. It was quite a day. 


I’ve been told by fish biologist Dave Johnson of the De­ 
partment of Natural Reaourcea that the fish 1 caught could 
have been the leault of a planting of 15,000 browns in LHtle 
Bay de Noc in 1967. If this is true then an annual Ftocking of 
brown trout in Uttle Bay de Noc in heavy numbers could pro­ 
duce a fishery that would make the coho salnum fishery in our 
aree aeem dull by eomperison. 


Earlier this year, Cliff Long. distrkH fish biologist for the 
DNR, told me that he felt heavy plantings of brown trout 
would create a terrific fishery in Little Bay de Noc. **The only 
thing holding back this program is the lacii of fish tor planting,** 
he seid. 


Brown trout made up a small 1.5 per cent of the total fieh 
stocked in Michigan waters this year. They are a neglected spe­ 
cies of fiah which haa, over the years, given great eport To 
Michigan anglert. 


The Department of Natural Resources would be doing the 
sportsmen of the Bscaneba-Gladelone area a greet favor if they 
stocked brown trout instead of nothing but coho In Little Bay 
de Noc. The* coho create e fOkr teaaonal fishery, but browns re­ 
main year-round.
